possible, an hour. Light is a great 
stimulant and preservative to hair, and it | 
is well to open it when dry and let the wind 
blow through. The sun will cause the nat- 
ural oil of the hair to flow—or the head may 
be held to the fire until the dry hair feels 
moist. A smart brushing night and morn- 
ing, careful braiding before sleep, and an 
hour spent once a month clipping all forked 
ends, Will insure a rapid growth of hair, if 
the general health is good without other 
treatment. If you want a stimulant at 
night rub a little oil of lavender in the 
roots of the hair with the shampoo brush. 
Do not irritate the scalp by hard brushing. 
Regular care is better than overdoing. 
Thin. fragile hair is best cleansed with the 
yelk ofa fresh egg, rubbed in the roots 
with the fingers, left on fifteen minutes and 
washed off in warm, soft water. The egg is 
nutritive as wollas cleansing to the hair, 
and may be used twice a week, wiping the 
hair and drying in the sun. Then comb, 
and stro«e the hair smooth with the palms 
of the hands, gently and briskly, fifty to one 
hundred times. This stroking is better 
than brushing daily. A gentle current of 
electricity applied to the scalp every other 
day is excellent for’ weak hair, and is near- 
est ww a specific for baldness, partial or en- 
tire. To keep hair from falling nothing is 
better than the old-fashioned tincture of 
sage and rosemary, which, as no Northern | 
gardener grows rosemary, I leave the drug- | 
gist to prepare. The wild white sage of the | 
Rocky Mountains has great virtue as a | 
stimulant to the hair. These two pleasant 
herbs are worth all the rest of the pbar- 
macopoeia for the hair, lungs and nerves.

California School Lands. 
Wasurnetox, Jan. 3.—In the case 
of The United States vs. The State of 
California, involving the question of 
the right of the State to indemnity for 
school lands, or to compensate the 
deficiencies in the fractional townships 
made so by reason of swamp land 
found therein, the Secretary has re- 
versed the decision of the Commis- 
sioner of the General Land Office and 
sustained the validity of said selec- 
tions. The sel in this case 
were approved and certified to the 
State prior to the Act of March 1, 
1877, as land inuring to the State, 
ander the Act of Fe 26, 1859, 
providing for school land indemnity to 
compensate for deficiencies where the 
school sections were wanting, or where 
the townships were fractional, for any 
cause whatever. The Commissioner 


reason that they were based upon al- 
leged deficiencies in the fractional 
townships, caused by swamp lands 
found therein, and held that said sec- 
tion for cancellation directed that they 
be disposed of under the provisions of 
the second section of the Act of March 
1, 1877, which allows the purchaser 
from the State to purchase said lands 
of the Government where said selec- 
tions were invalid and not confirmed 
vy the Act of 1877.

We ob- 
tained three good drawings of the cor- 
ona, the work of Trenmore Coffin, 
Esq., Mrs. General Irish and myself.

ervation with about 30 Lemhi fadians 
to join the Fort Hall beople in a grand 
dance, this being the: first time that 
the Fort Hall Indians ever had a visit 
from this band There is a dispos- 
ition among all the aborigines this 
side of the Rocky Mountains to be- 
come more neigh Sorly than heretofore, 
and hereafter they will visit each 
other more often. 

Old Tyhee, of Fort Hall, who paid 
a visit to Washington last Summer, 
says that he is now satisfied that the 
Government intends to protect the 
Indians, and that they need have any- 
thing tofear as long as they behave 
properly. 

From what Sides says there is no 
danger of any more outbreaks among 
the natives of the Great American 
Basin. About fifteen Bannocks re- 
turned with Sides to visit the Piutes 
of the Pvramid reservation and Reno.

Eprron Gazetre—Dzar Sm: One 
of the first, if not not the very first, 
bill that will be brought to the surface 
after the meeting of the Legislature, 
will be one to sanction a lottery 
scheme. No measure for the good of 


people will begin to receive the sup- 
port from the outside that this will. 
It will be more vigorously pushed than 
anything that comes before the Legis- 
lature, and if the people think it is 
some little scheme of a few Carson 
citizens they will wake up too late and 
find themselves the victims of the 
worst conspiracy that ever was gotten 
up in Nevada, if it was gotten up here. 

There is big money behind the 
scheme, and it draws its strength from 
many places outside the capitol and 
outside the State. It has supporters 
among the men who have put up some 
of the most successful and most heart- 


less deals ever worked on the coast. 

If this proposition ever carries it 
means -bye to the last vestige of 
politi liberty in Nevada. It will 
dominate this State as no bonanza 
kings, or railroads, or cattle associa- 
tions ever did before, and, with our 
small | lation and large floating 
element, it will never be in the power 
of the people to throw it off in the 
world; and, while it will control* the 
State, it will have no motive except to 
wreck it. The bonanza politicians are 
in the legitimate business of mining, 
the railroads own lands and large 
properties and prosperity for us means 
money for them, and cattle kings are 
our citizens and help to build up the 
State, but the managers of a lottery 
have no desire except to drain the 
State. Their whole success depends 
on getting the ‘Sard earnings of the 
poor, and giving them the smallest 
possible return. They would make 
Nevada to America what Monte Carlo 
is to Europe, an ulcer on the map 
where all the corruption of other 
States could come to the surface. In- 
stead of bringing in an industrious 
class of prospectors and small farmers 
to build up the community by honest 
industry, they would encourage a 
swarm of fast people, sharpers, would- 
be sharpers and victims, bad women 
and worse men, who would have no 
more regard for the State or its citizens 
than the vulture has for the sheep 
camp where it steals its lamb. 

The inducement held ont to the un- 
suspecting citizen or legislator is that 
men and women are bound to gamble 
and the money should be kept at 
home, and that the lottery company 
will pay a revenue tothe State. The 
argument need only be ststed to an- 
swer itself. Nevada people gamble, it 
is true, but the office of government is 
to discourage and to punish crime, 
not to encourage it. There is nothing 
that can be said in favor of a lottery 
that cannot be urged in-favor of the 
lowest form of gambling. Weak men 
who love to gamble and commit other 
follies have a right to claim that temp- 
tation be not put upon them by the 
State that ia supported by them - and 
others to suppress crime and promote 


perity. 

But more than all the rising geney- 
ation have claims of this sort. They 
should not be forced to face this evil 
genius of gaming with the sanction of 
their fathers and mothers backing it 
up. Children should not be taught 
that it is a good way to earn a living 
or to spend their wages. They will 
have temptations enough and _difficul- 
ties enough to overcome in order to 
succeed in life without being born 
gaublers. 

We have already seen one such 
scheme vetoed by Governor Stevenson 
and we believe he will stand firm, but 
he is supposed to be guided by the 
will of the people, and if their rép- 
rentatives continue to send him such 
measures for signature, how far is he 
justified in resisting, if no notice is 
taken of the matter by the people 
themselves. 

The people of: Nevada must act for 
themselves in this matter and we hope 
to see those who love their State, who 
have children growing up, who hope 
to see our State grow and rise to her 
proper place in the sisterhood of 
States, not sit idly b 
evil put upon them. The people have 
the matter in their own hands now, 
but if once they loose their grasp, this 


ready calamity will have the State by 
the throat and will never unloose its 
fangs while there is a drop of blood to 
suck.
